RESOLUTION OF THE BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES OF THE CITY QF UP- 
LAND DECLARING THEIR INTEN- 
TION TO IMPROVE CERTAIN AL- 
LEYS IN BLOCKS 37, 38, 47 AND 
48 OF MAGNOLIA TRACT. 





RESOLVED by the Board of Trustees 
of the City of Upland that the. public 
interest and convenience require, and 
it is the intention of said Board to 
order the following street work and 
improvements to be made in said 
city, to-wit: 

(a) That that certain alley running 
north and south through block 37 of 
Magnolia tract, as shown on the map 
of said Magnolia, of record in the 
office of the County Recorder of San 
Bernardino County, in Book 9 of Maps, 
at page 15, be paved between a point 
two feet north of the south line of 
“C” street and a point seven feet 
south of the north line of Ninth 
street;

(d) That that certain alley running 
north and south through block 47 of 
said Magnolia tract, as shown on said 
map of Magnolia recorded as afore- 
said, be paved between a pgint two 
feet north of the south line of Ninth 
street, and a point seven feet south 
of the north line of A street; 


(e) That that certain alley extend- 
ing east and west through block 47 
of said Magnolia tract, as shown upon 
said map of Magnolia recorded as 
aforesaid, be paved between a point 
two feet west of the east line of 
said Second avenue to a_ point 150 
feet east of the east line of said 
Second avenue. 

All of said alleys shall be paved 
to their full width with cement con- 
crete pavement five inches in thick- 
ness.

MILLIONS SAVED (PUBLIC AUCTION 
TO TAXPAYERS) OF SCHOOL LANDS 


Southern California taxpayers 
will save approximately $11,667; 
000 annually under the reductions 
in federal taxes provided for by 
the new revenue bill. In addi- 
tion to this reduction of $7,500,000 
is allowed on taxes on 1923 in- 
comes. which are payable this 
year.

The old act 
limited the $2,500 exemption to 
incomes of $5,000 or less, only 
$2,000 being allowed on incomes 
in excess of $5,000. The $400 al- 
lowance for each dependent is 
unchanged. 


Who Must File 

Every married couple whose net 
income is $2,500 or more must 
file a return. The old bill re- 
quired returns on net incomes of 
$2,000. Single persons with net 
incomes of $1,000.or more must 
file. 

Returns must be filed for all 
incomes of $5,000 or more, re- 
gardless of the amount of net in- 
come. 


Changes in Income Rates 
On earned net incomes of $4,000 
or less the new rate will be 2 
per cent instead of 4 per cent as 
heretofore; from $4,000 to $8,000, |} 
a 4 per cent rate, and § per cent 
on all earned income over $8,000.

Requires Much Investigation

Many features of thé home have changed in the 
last decade, and these changes must be taken into 
consideration when plans for the new home are being 
made and discussed. Provision must be made for 
the installation of a host of labor-saving devices, 
comforts and conveniences which were unknown ten 
or fifteen- years ago, but are now part of any well- 
organized home. Even the architecture of the home 
has changed with the succeeding years, and the pros- 
pective builders will look ‘around at the homes of 
their friends and neighbors before they O. K., the 
final plans. 


In the first place, the homes are not so large as 
they were. It asn’t a blot on the family name to 
have a modest little six or seven-room home,. when 
the family in similar circumstances twenty years ago 
was obliged to have twelve or fifteen rooms to keep 
up their reputation -as good citizens. The housewife 
of today objects to caring for so many rooms, ser- 
vants are scarce and hard to keep, and there are so 
many activities for «wide-awake women in addition to 
the care of a home and rearing of children. An 
ostentatious display is considered vulgar, and the big 
home, with a half dozen unnecessary rooms, is noth- 
ing more than a way of “showing off.”’ Quality, 
rather than quantity, is the keynote of the modern 
home. 


The change most noted in the exterior appearance 
of the home is the sudden decrease in open porches, 
particularly throughout the northern states. Sun 
rooms and sleeping porches, which may be turned 


into open porches, almost, in the summer, and closed 
to provide another room in the winter have taken 
the place of the old-time open porch where the lights 
could not be turned on at night because they at- 
tracted an army of moths and night-flying bugs. 


The furniture had to be the rugged kind which 
would withstand wind and rain, and there was always 
a seurrying to get in the loose cushions when a rain- 
cloud poked an inquisitive nose over the horizon. 
Then, after the deluge, the furniture always bore a 
film ‘of dust and dirt which insisted on rubbing off 
on the pink organdie dress and the white serge 
trousers. The modern sun room can be kept clean 
and dainty, with furniture and draperies as colorful 
as a butterfly’s wings. In addition, it furnishes 
light for the living room the year round, whereas 
the open porch with its deep sloping roof furnished 
nothing but darkness. 


Another great change has taken place in floors. 
Wood has been used for so long, with such excellent 
results, that it has come to be considered the only 
flooring. Not so! A floor made of portland cement, 
with chips of colored marble imbedded in it, makes 
one of the most satisfactory floors imaginable, and 
it is only one of many such floors which are sanitary, 
durable, and extremely handsome. A machine made 
for the purpose can serape it off once a year, and 
the gleaming bits of marble which form a mosaic-like 
pattern of color, have their beauty perennially re- 
newed. The old fallacy that hard floors are cold 
and damp is as absurd as the old belief that night 
air was ‘‘not good for a person.’

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All of the men drowned were 
prominent in Santa Ana and On- 
tario business circles. 

The bodies of Dr. Kelly, Granger, 
and the two Thornton boys had not 
been recovered early today, despite 
the vigilance of life guards and| 
volunteer searchers. 


The five members of the party 
whose lives were saved included: 
Benjamin W. Baker, E. M. Sund- 
quist, L. J. Bean, of Santa Ana; C. 
H. Sargent, formerly of El Cen- 
tro, and Guy F. Perkins, captain 
of the “Adieu.” 

The party went to Balboa from 
Santa Ana Saturday night in order 
to get an early start for fishing 
waters offshore. Leaving the 
wharf while the sea was compara- 
tively calm, with prospects for a 
fair day ahead, no thought of dan- 
ger existed. Wives and friends of 
the men waved to them from the 
dock as the launch pulled away. 

The coroner’s jury which held its 
inquest yesterday afternoon at 
Santa Ana on the other four 
bodies, those of H. M. Thornton, 
Christopher Ema, Fred Plighter 
and L. A. McCune, held their 
death was due to accidental drown- 
ing. No blame was attached to 
Guy F. Perkins, operator of the 
boat, who was found.to have been 
properly licensed as a pilot and 
his boat to have been duly inspect-
